The Indicted Virginia Judges. 
. Six Virginia judges have been indicted 
under the recent decision of the supreme 
court with respect to the alleged refusal 
to allow colored men to sit on juries, and 
one of them—Judge Hill, of Buckingham 
county—has been tried. The trial took 
place in the United States court last Sat- 
urday before.a jury of ten white and two 
colored men, Judge Rives, at whose in- 
stance all the indictments were found, 
presiding. The jury was sworn as it was 
drawn, neither side challenging. The 
wWitnes.3%es for the accused, as well as those 
for the ,evernment, were men of the 
highest character. ‘Tbe attorney for the 
commonwealth, the treasurer of the 
cowmty and the clerk of the state court 
were ealled to the stamd, and all their 
testimory went to @stablish the inno- 
cence of Judge Hill. The defendant wis 
finally called off to testify, and his state- 
ment was listened to with the profound- 
est attention. So clear and convincing 
was the evidence that, at its conclusion, 
Judge Rives re.used to hear argument. 
Ile informed. the jary that the charge 
had not been sustained, and instructed 
the jury to rendera verdict of acquittal.

Nicholls presented the petition of Mayor 
Wheaton and of the business men of 
Savannah, asking that Tybee light-house 
atthe mouth of the Savannah river, be 
rebuilt. He also presented a bill to ap- 
propriate $50,000 for that purpose, and 
$6,000 to build a dwelling 
house for the keeper oO! 
the light-house. Mr. Stephens presented 
the petition of Bernard Rice, of Augusta, 
for the payment of loss of property 
through the carelessness of federal sol. 
diers in October, 1860, 

Tne protracted struggle over the pro- 
visions of the deficiency appropriation 
bill relative to the employment of deputy 
marshals at the polls was brought to a 
close on Friday last. ‘The vote on the 
Garfield amend.nent was, yeas 115; nays 
107. Messrs. Blount, Cook, Hammond, 
Nicholls, Persons and Speer voted “‘ay;” 
Mr. Smith voted “no,” and Measrs. Fel- 
ton and Stephens did not vote. Mr. 
Felton was paired with Mr. Kelley. The 
present law practically authorizes the 
appointment of as many deputy marshals 
asthe republicans may demand, and in 
the election of 1876 there were 11,500 of 
them employed, at a cost of several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. The new bill au- 
thorizes the appointment by the distric! 
or circuit judges ot only so many as may 
be necessary; they are not to be all ap- 
pointed from the republican party; when 
two republicans are appvinted, two dem- 
ocrats are to be appo.nted a!so, and i! 
there is a greenback candidate, two 
greenbackers also are to be made mar- 
shals. The democratic majo ity in the 
house finally passed the bill to get rid o' 
the present offensive law which virtu- 
ally authorizes the party in power to use 
an unlimited force of marshals to assist 
in carrying the elections. The appointees 
are to receive $5 a day as fall compensa- 
tion for their services. , 

Mr. Felton addressed the house on the 
refunding bill last week, his remarks ap 
pearing in the Reeord of the 2\st in- 
stant. He advocates great economy untti 
the public debt is satisfied, an unlimited 
coinage of silyer dollars, and the use of 
the surplus gold and silver in the treasury 
for the purchase of the bonds. ‘“‘Instead,”’ 
he said, “of reducing interest only 1 and 
2 per cent, which is valuable and desir- 
able, and making that a plausible excuse 
for perpetuating this debt, I desire to 
wipe out all this interest, amounting on 
these maturing bonds to over $40,000,000 
per annum, and apply the money thus 
saved to the extinguishment of the re- 
maining portion of the national debt. 
Thus within the next quarter of a century 
the present generation can settle its own 
accounts, adjust and balance its books, 
and transmit this splendid estate of liber- 
ty and wealth, of power and intelligence, 
unencumbered to its posterity.” 

The senate committee on the judiciary 
reported, last Monday, adversely the bill 
for the relief of Robert Habersham, 
George Patten and John L. Villalonga. 
At Mr. Hill's request the bill was placed 
however on thé calendar. A like repori 
was made as tothe bill for the relief of 
William Battersby. Mr. Hiil presented | 
the Kellogg-Spofford report. In the 
.ouse no Georgia bill was introduced 
when the weekly farce was enacted under 
the call of states; but Mr. Hammond at- 
terwards obtained nnanimous eonsent to 
introduce a bill to constitute Atlanta a 
port of delivery. The bill was referred 
to the ways and means committee. Mr. 
Persons introduced a similar bill to make 
Columbus a port of delivery, but his bill 
was referred to the committee on eom- 
merce,

The New York Tides is a republican 
journal of conservative tendencies. Its 
stalywartism is argumentative rather than 
dec'a.natory, and its editor would rather 
invite discussion than evade it. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that the Times. 
should grow somewhat uneasy over the 
drift of republican declamation and state- 
ment with respect to the third term and 
ttre exigencies which, from a party point 
of view, seem to demand the repeal of 
this unwritten law of the republic. The 
editor of our New York contemporary is.

It 
is the purpose and desire of the leading

alluded. “Neither General Grant nor 
“any otherman,” saysour contemporary,

‘until it is definitely and finally decided

‘him. He cannot reverse electoral re- 
‘sults in any state, as determined by the 
“ established methods; he cannot affect 
“the decision upon results in all the 
“states, for wherever else that power 
‘‘may be lodged it certainly is not in the 
‘hands of any candidate. The electoral 
“ controversy, whatever it may be, and 
“the determination of it, however it may 
“be reached, are independent ot candi- 
‘dates. Thev have, and can have, noth- 
‘‘ing to do with it.” 

The concluding statement of the fore- 
going needs to be considerably modified. 


' This is the very essence of the demand 


for a strong man. Ordinarily a candi- 
date has nothing to do with an electural 
controversy; he has nothing todo with it, 
for instance, if he respects the laws and 
regards the will of the people. But it is 
just here that the republican .eaders ex- 
pect their strong man to be stronger than 
the laws and oblivious to the people’s 
will; and they hope to be able to present 
to the public opinion cf the north an ex- 
cuse for such usurpation that will pre- 
cisely fit the spirit of sectionalisin which 
we were discussing with our contempo- 
rary awhileago. The editor of the Times 
is by no means a blind man, but we wil! 
take it for granted that, up to this point, 
he does not clearly see the logical drift 
of what we have said, and, for this and 
other reasons, we will put it in another 
form. Let us suppose that when the 
campaign of the present year comes to a 
close, the republicans discover that, with 
a few exceptions, they have carried 
the northern states, but that the demo- 
erats, by carrying the solid south and the 
exceptional northern states, have elected 
their candidate; in other words, if the 
republicans could have received the 
electoral votes of one, two or even three 
southern states, the democrats would 
nave been defeated. 
the situation: does the Times believe that 
General Grant and the republican party 
would gracefully retire from the contest 
in deference to the will of the people? 
We confidentiy assert that the Times 
does nbt believe any such thing. The 
Times knows and we know that General 
Grant would take his seat by. virtue of 
that spirit of sectionalism which has been 
built upon the belief that the republi¢an 
vote in the south is systematically sup- 
pressed—the belief which isthe result of 
the fonlest and most - ingenious. series of 
slanders ever dévised by the cunning of 
malice. . 

This is the republican programme, and 
all that is needed is a man who will take 
the responsibility of inaugurating it. 
That man is:General Grant, and General 
Grant will be nominated at Chicago un- 
less the republicans discover that the 
element of the party opposed to a third 
term is likely to turn the tide in several 
northern states. We do not protest 
against the intentions of the republicans, 
because » protests frem the south 
doubtless savor of the comical. More- 
over, the purpose of the party is logical. 
Without such a purpose,all the clamorous 
appeals to the sectionalism of the north 
would be worse than idiotic, and the de- 
mand for a strong snan a symptom olf im- 
becility.

heavy fleeces saturated with water. Have 
water accessibie all the time to your sheep, 
do not believe the silly ideafthat they can do 
without it; being denied water causesa 
feverish state in the bluod, and is_ the occa- 
sion of much disease among sheep. 


FOOD FOR STOCK. 


Hard corn is a grand food for stock, all 
must admit. Yet, dves Georgia grow 
enough of it, and oats, and hay, and clover, 
to mix with it? Corn gives heat and fat; 
but supplemented with oats, clover, hay, 
oe or some nitrogenous food, it makes 

ne aud muscle, brain and brawn. Colts 
and calves require food that promotes 
growth. Oats are the best for them; but if 
corn is used it may be accompanied with 
bran of wheat. Bran is rich in the phos 
phates which are necessary in the forma- 
tion of bone, and the animal cannot be 
built without these. All breeding animals, 
especially female during the period of ges- 
tation, should have a diet which promotes 
growth. Corn alone will not build the 
young inthe dam. Neither will corn alove 
furnish milk tothe young pigs that will 
give them strength of frame and soundness 
offrame. One thing farmers should re- 
member, the hog cholera commission was 
pearly unanimous in imputing the preval- 
ence of disease in swine to a want of proper 
variety in food. Dvyubéless a. tield.of.rye, 
clover or grass, for hogs, is of much impur- 
tance, ogs and Cattle should have potash ; 
itisa necessary element of growth. Is 
forms the basis ofall the medicines that 
are of any value in prevention or cure of 
hog diseases—give hogs wood ashes, 
VEGETABLES. 


Beans—Dwarf or jbunch beans require no 
support, and may be planted in bills or 
drilis. Make the drills fifteen inches apart, 
an inch and a half deep, and drop the beans 
three inches apart in the drills. Keep clear 
of weeds. Poie beans should be planted 
three feet apart in a quick, warm soil. A 
rich sandy loam is best for beans—a well- 
rotted com post in which stabie manure fig 
ures largely is the most grateful fertilizer. 
Beets—The same soil and preparation as 
for turnips. Bow in drills about one foot 
apart, covering from one to- two inches. 
hin to stand ten inchés apart. 
_Carrots delight in a sandy loam, deeply 
tilled. Sow in rows about fifteen inehen 
apart, thinning out to three or four inches 
between the plants. 
Cucumbers succeed best in warm, moist, 
rich, loamy ground. 
Melons require the same treatment as cu- 
cumbers. A warm moist, rich loamy soil 
suits them best, though it must be well 
drained. The vines should never be moved 
after they have commenced to blossom. 
Okra is of easy culture, grows freely, and 
bears abundantly on any ordinary garden 
soil. Sow in drills two inches deep, setting 
the plants from two to three feet a 
Tomatees—A rich, sandy soil seems to 
suit this plant best, though it does well on 
almost any kind of good land. 
Squashes should not be planted uatil the 
weather is settied and warm. Light “soils 
are best suited. and it is a good plamto pre- 
pare hills for the seed in the ordinary man- 
ner, incorporating two.or three shovels of 
oar rotted manure with the soil for each 
ill.

—Soi] for flowersin pots should be porous 
enough to admit of the free passage of wa- 
ter, and yet not so openas todry up. Equal 
parts of partially decayed sods, manure 
and wood loam will, when thoroughly de- 
cayed, make the best soil fur pots. 


—Anabundance of bloom is produced 
by the heliotrope ia any good garden soil, 
the culture being simple, the same as for 
verbenas, and rooting freely from cuttings. 
They are very sensitive to cold. 


—The tulip will thrive in almost any soil. 
A rich soi! is not necessary, but well rotted 
manure and leaf mould may be applied 
when the earth is orm The drainage 
should be good and the soil fiae and deep. 


—Smooth-leaved and hard plants require 
less watering than pubescent and soft- 
leaved plants. Many small pots require 
waterevery day. Over-saturation will kill 
plants. 


—Sometimes plants get “sick’’ which is 
known by unhealthy, yellow leaves This 
is usually by over:watering, generating a 
yas, ora sourness destructive to the roots 
The remedy is to cut the plant back a little, 
~hake out the soil, and put the plant ina 
small pot with new soil and place the plant 
in a house only moderately warm and 
which is naturally moist, so that the plant 
can live for a while without requiring much 
water. 


—Cuttings offachias, zonale, geraniutns, 
smooth leaved begonias, and many other 
plants may ba easily rooted in sand. Fill 
a flower pot with coarse, gravelly sand and 
stick in the cuttings close to the outer edge 
and quite near together. They are fond of 
company. Press thesand tightly around 
each one, then set the pot ina saucer and 
soak it with water until it will hold no 
more. Putitinthesunshineand keep it 
there every hour of the day vou can, but 
never let the sand get dry or even approach 
that state. 

YOUNG CHICKENS. 

Twice a week cayenne pepper should be 
given young chickens in their food. Do 
not let it be too strong; and twice a week 
one tablespoonful of bone meal te every 
quart of soft food is good. Once a week a 
little sulpbur should be mixed in the tood. 
and four or tive times a week a good hand- 
ful of powdered ‘charcoal’should be mixed 
with every two quarts of food. Charcoal 
helps early chickens in their growth and 
tends to keep them in good health. Green 
food is necessary to the well-being of early 
chickens. Chopped cabbage and onion are 
good for a change, also lettuce.

—Many varieties of seed will not germi- 
= satisfactorily after they are one year 
old. 


~The method of cultivating strawberry 
vines in rows three feet apart is now gen- 
erally considered the most satisfactory. 


_—A mixture of kerosene and lard wil] 
remove lice 1f it is well applied. Take one 
pound of lard, one pint of kerosene oil an: 
four ounces of flour of sulphur; rub these 
well together, and use over the skin and 
brush into the hair thoroughly. 


-—A dozen acres of land, wel! tilled, wil! 
pay better than fifty only pereny attend- 
ed to. This is more and more realized 
every year by intelligent and practical 
men. 

‘—If you are troubled about the grain box 
with mice, watch for their holes and scatter 
a little copperas in them. A few grains will 
drive them away. 

— Why do not orchards bear equally well 
each season? The buds are now formed or 
forming. If the tree is engaged all the sea- 
son in perfecting its fruit, how can it pre- 
pare embryo for the next seasor.? No 
amount of manure can add to the blossoms 
for the next season, but may improve the 
quality of the fruit. After a heavy crop it

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BETTER STOCK, 


There is a growing disposition among 
Georgia farmers to keep better stock. This 
isright Ge: good stuck and take care of 
them, not allowing your stock to make a 
living on the public, roaming the country. 
The old Georgia ‘land pike,’ and ‘razor back,’ 
long and lop-sided and sharp spouted, are 
disappearing. As of bogs, so of cows. 
Farmers are finding out that there is no 
money in keeping up and feeding a poor 
cow. They find that it costs no more to 
keep a good cow thana poor one and that 
where they have to be fed and taken care 
of, it is wise to have the best, and the con- 
sequences are that there is a general desire 
for improvement, 


HOME GROWN TREES, 


We have reeeived two or three letters 
making inquiries about fruit trees. Our 
opinion is that fruit trees do better if they 
are started in the vicinity of the place 
where they are grown. It-is sensible to 
patronize your own nurserymen for several 
reasons. Home grown trees require no ac- 
climating; they are already accustomed to 
the soil and climate of the place where they 
are to stand. They can be removed with 
but little exposure, and with small biability 
to injury of any kind A local nurseryman 
will naturally desire to establish and main- 
tain a good reputation for honesty and fair 
dealing among the people living in. his 
vicinity, and will accordingly be anxious to 
sell them articles that will give satisfaction. 
For this reason, if for no other, there is 
policy in giving patronage to a nurseryman 
in the vicinity in preference to one living 
at a distance. 


ASPARAGUS BED. 


Asparagus is such a luxury and health- 
promoter in early spring that we are sur- 
prised that it is not grown to a greuter ex- 
teat by our people. The soil for it should 
be spaded very deep and thorougbly ferti!- 
ized with well decomposed manure. Obtain 
two-year-old plants if convenient, and set 
them out from a foot to fifteen inches apart 
in the bed. If planted in. rows.and culti- 
vated with a plow the rows should be three 
feet apart and the plants ten inches fron 
each other in the rows. While tae soil 
should gbe deeply pulverized and highly 
manured, the plants should not be set too 
deep. Just cover the crown, but spread the 
roois out straight, so they will be abont 
three inches below the surfaca After 
planting, a top dressing of old manure §is 
desirable, and we reoon:mend a fair sprink- 
ling of salt. Asparagus aids the system 
Just at the important season when such 
nourishment is needed, | 


CHUFAS—COM P@STS. 


Agricultural Editor: In answer to the in- 
quiry, whether chufas exhaust land or not, 
will give the little experience I have Had 
with them. In 1878, I planted in chufas 
one acre of land that had been planted ip

At half-pas 
curee there was standing-room only in the 
chicken-house,and gen‘lemen arriving after 
that hour were cu.u»ciied to return hone 
disap pointed. 

After a comfortable breakfast Mr. Dodge 
took his shot-gin aiid the key of the chick- 
en-house, aud proceeded to ascertain what 
luck his trap had brought him during tbe 
night, To his great pleasure he found 34 
abie-bodied colored men in the chicken- 
house, and, after the most careful investi- 
gation, he ascertained that nota chicken 
was missing. He put no espirestot ques- 
tions to the colured men whom he had 
caught, as to why they had crowded 
into his chicken-house, -but he merely 
informed them that he supposed 
they had come to assist bim in planting, 
and that he was greatly obliged to them for 

their kind assistance. At noon Judge 

Siemons and a dozen white Laurelvillears 
arrived at the farm, and gazed with amaze- 
ment at the spectacle of thirty-four colored 
anen working. energetically in the field. 
When the judge was convinced that no 
chickens had been stolen during the night, 
he. frankly admitted that he had fost his 
bet, and, borrowing the meney from Mr. 
Dodge, paid it off the spot. 

Since that day Mr Dodge has never lost a 
chicken. He has, however, only caught a 
few sporadic colored men, aad has thus been 
obliged to hire most of his labor. Never- 
theless, he has suecessfully refuted the as- 
sertion that no white maa can keep chick- 
ensin Alabama, and has on at least one 
occasion induced thirty-four colored men 
to work fur him without pay. Whether his 
plan would be perm@nentiy successful if 
tried in other parts of the south is, of 
course, uneertain; but there is certainly 
good reason to sup that it would greatly 
increase the security‘of chicken property.
